"A few minutes later I saw her 
lipe move, and leaned over to hear: 
•Dear, dear J esus,’ she was say ing, *1 
am suffering som uch. 
Please, please 
take me.’ 
Then her hands stiffened. 
Then camo a swift, short convulsion 
and she was gone.” 
Helen’s case attracted nation wide 
attention. When It became known she 
faced death with such fortiluiii* and In 
poverty , a substantial fund was raised 
for her and g ifts were sent her from 
many parts of the country .
